Aviation, for all its shiny image, 
has its share of questionable busi- 
nesses.:With this story of a particular 
acroplane’s dotage and ‘eventual 
demise we remind our readers that 
these businesses exist, and leave them 
to draw their own conclusions about 
the effectiveness of current inter.

On October J] last year a Boeing 
707-322 displaying false Zaire registra: 
tion took off from Bristol Lulsgate for 
Kuwait. The 6,600ft runway proved 
insufficient to allow the zeroplane to 
become airborne, although under the 
prevailing conditions a 707 in good 
shape should not have required the 
extra ground trampled by this one. 
The aircraft extensively damaged 
approach lighting, carried a quantity 
of hedge and tree with it to Kuwait, 
and left behind at Lulsgate large sec 
tions of both inner flaps. Fuel load 
was about 155,0001b, but the fuselage 
was vittually empty. 

The 707’s eventual destination was 
Bombay, where lessee Richard Rashid 
Khan or had to meet™a contract for 
lyestock airfreighting. The crew con: 
sisted of Khan’s son (Khan Jr), a 
British copilot, and .a 707-qualified 
flight engineer (FE). The Lulsgate in-

_ Before proceeding with the saga, 
here is how the aircraft arrived at 
Lulsgate. It started iife with Pan 
American in late 1963 as N723PA. 
Pan Am sold the 707 jin 1974 to Air 
Union AG of Switzerland (AU), which, 
according to the FE, leased the air. 
craft fo individual operators in 
Nicaragua and other coyntries under 
the US registration#N711UT, or 
marked with Swaziland”or Yugoslav 
registration as requested. Khan Sr 
leased the aircraft from AU ia mid- 
1979, and used the false Zaire regi- 
stration 9Q-CRY by which the aircraft 
was identified in the Lulsgate accident 
report, The aircraft was at Helsinki 
when Khan acquired ft, and it was 
flown from there to Lasham in 
southern England where Dan-Air 
Engineering was ‘tasked with carry: 
ing out some maintenance. The FE 
tells Flight that the maintenance brief 
to Dan-Air was some 62 defects short 
of what was required to make the 
aircraft fully fit, including main gear 
problems. 

After 26 days at Lasham the air. 
craft was required to move, and Khan 
elected to fly it to Lulsgate. The No 4 
generator failed and had to be re 
paired’ before fins departure for the 
west country, The FE reports that 
compasses were functioning poorly 
and neither HEF radio worked. This 
was still the situation on departure 
for Kuwait, but during the Middle 
East flight a transformerrectifier unit

(TRU) failed, another was malfunc 
tioning, and most of the engineer's 
instruments followed the compasses 
into partial or total unserviceability. 

Khan reportedly has an agile style 
with official paperwork, as initially 
evidenced by ine pilot's licences, He 
has apparently used Dan-Air 
Stationery to back up maintenance 
‘and registration claims; insurance 
company letterheads to claim cover 
that did not exist; and called his “air 
line” variously Cargo Air, Air Union, 
Air Transco and, in Bombay only, 
Khan Air. Air Transco SA is the real 
name of a Brusselsbased aircraft 
broker which had been involved 
in Khan's acquisition of the AU 
lease. According to the FE the Air 
Transco chairman had made some 
small investment in Khan’s venture 
and he was a passenger on’the Luls. 
gate departure; but a few weeks after 
Khan began operations Air Transco 
withdrew all support. Khan, however, 
had reportedly made unauthorised 
use of Transco’s name, stationery, 
and claimed at one stage to be the 


_ firm's operations director. 


Here is the inside story of that 
Lulsgate take-off as told to Flight by 
the engineer, Four days before de 
parture, Richard Rashid Khan Jr 
asked the FE to travel to Lulsgate 
and help him fuel the aircraft. The 
engineer refused, saying refuelling 
could take place on the day of de 
parture, Khan Jr has airline piloting 
experience and a revoked US commer: 
cial pilct’s licence. Khan - loaded 
70,0001b of fuel anyway, filling the 
centre tank with the remainder in 
maia tanks—the wrong order for this 
operation. ©. «= a 

On departure day the FE supervised 
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told- him to dd the take-off calcul¥ 
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tions. The FE, becoming progressively 
more curious about the crew's 
apparent Jack of expertise despite 
their paper qualifications, did the 
sums from the Pan Am manual and 
emerged with a take-off distance 
required of 7,600ft, Khan advised him 
the runway was 7,800ft. Actual dis 
tance is 6,000fr between the two sets 
of piano keys. The British copilot, 
whose real qualifications appear ta 
amount to a PPL and assistant in- 
structor’s rating, took no part ja 
preparations, 

The FE read all the start and taxi 
checks and called for captain’s take: 
off briefing. Khan said ‘normal take- 
off." During the final stages of taxiing, 
as the captain: was changing the 
stabiliser setting, the FE asked 
whether this would be a rolling take- 
of or a spoolup against the brakes. 
Khan replied by entering the runway, 
setting take-off power and calling the 
engineer to trim the throttles on the 
roll. The copilot gave no speed calls. 
Khan rotated at the far threshold and 
the aircraft staggered airborne: with 
audible relief he reported “airborne” 
to the tower. The aircraft hit almost 
all the approach lights, some hedges 
and trees, and rate of climb at 400f¢t 
was minimal. 

A few seconds after Khan's ajrborne 
report, Bristol Tower’ transmitted 
“Sir, do you realise what you have 
done?” To Khan's negative, the tower 
replied “You, ‘have damaged the 
runway lights, sir. There seem to be 
some pieces of aiccvaft as well. We 
will report back." Some time later the 
tower reported ‘finding honeycomb 
structure from the flaps and sundry 
other pieces. Khan's reaction to the in. 
formation was to order the crew not 
to tell the Air Transco chap, 

On arrival at Kuwait, Khan led the 
passenger rapidly away from the air. 
craft, leaving the engineer and co 


pilot to study the damage. There was 


more than the'FE had expected. He 
had experienced problems with the 
pressurisation during the flight, but 
this was a-leaky ship anyway, and 
there had been no apparent: aero- 
dynamic problems. Metal bars were 
hanging out of the fuselage’ under- 
side ‘which had much debris em. 
bedded in jit; a 3ft long metal bar 
protruded from a. wing; the landing 
gear was festooned with tree 
branches, and the undercarriage bay 
doors and locks were damaged: 
finally, the air conditioning bay was 
full of metal debris, 

The engineer walked round the 
Kuwait Airways hangars trying to 
get some assistance in carrying out 


‘temporary repairs. Some help to 


patch holes was eventually _ forth. 
coming, and after the FE had worked 
20hr hours on ‘the airframe and the 
TRUs Khan reappeared ready to leave 
for Bombay, 


Despite assurances before departure 
from UK that there would be main: 
E f : 


tenance facilities at Bombay, ‘Khan Sr 
asserted that there were none 
arranged for this aircraft. Landing 
gear problems had become aduie, 
Several subsequent flights out of Bom. 
bay to the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) were made with the left main 
gear down because jit would not re. 
tract. Khan's replies to startled air 
trafic controllers who made observa: 
tions on this were intended to make 
the ATC men believe they were 
“seeing things.” But this happened 
sufficiently often that the gear prob 
Jem, combined with the general 
appearance of the aircraft, caused the 
UAE authorities to take an interest 
in Khan’s operation. Khan allegedly 
fended off this interest with forged 
paners and licences and attempted 


bery. 

Two methods were ured to stop the 
crew cooperating with any interested 
external parties Jike the UAE authori- 
ties, and-to keep them flying. Khan 
kept them poor; salary was always 
due* tomorrow, And wherever he 
could get away with it he would dis- 
eredit the FE by blaming him for 
technical problems. 





Nir Khan told me several 
times about five or six days 
before departure that some- 
one is going to sabotage our 
aircraft. | asked him who and 
why but never received a 
reply.’’—The Flight Engineer. 








Business began to dry up, and the 
aircraft remained on the ground at 
Bombay for some weeks. The FE was 
looking for ways of returning to the 
UK but had no money to buy a ticket. 
Early in the morning at the beginning 
of January, the engineer was woken 
by an-agitated Khan Sr who told him 
to prepare the aircraft for departure 
to Sharjah. When he arrived at the 
airport the FE found Khan*Sr sur- 
rounded by airport officials, but Khan 
told him to go away whenever he 
approached the group. The aircraft 
finally departed, captained this time 
by Khan Sr. 

The aircraft stayed at Sharjah until 
January 25, during whsh time there 
was considerable argument about 
salary due and other matters, The 
British co-pilot was sent home. 

Two days before final departure 
from Sharjah the FE was told that 
departure was imminent and he 
Should remain in his hotel. The 
destination was not mentioned, except 
that it was in Europe, The following 
day he was told to prepare the air. 
craft, and specifically ordered to 
check all filters, oil quaatity, and to 
supervise the refuelling. Having done 
this, the engineer was told in the 
evening that take-off would be very 
early next day, 

At daybreak the crew and passen-

grouped in the hotel lobby to 
take ‘the bus to the airport, Both 
Khans were there, their wives, a child, 
a hotel employee who wanted 2 lift to 
Europe, and the engineer, Destination 
was:to be Luxembourg, On arrival at 


the aircraft, the FE checked and Ser. ‘ 


viced the landing gear oleos and par- 
ticularly the faulty left main gear 
levelling cylinder—the main cause of 
failure to retract. 

Khan Sr asked if everything was 
ready for departure, and when 
assured it was he made great play 
of the opportunity the FE now had 
to buy at the duty free shop. When 
the engineer did not want to go, Khan 
gaye him $20 to buy with; the FE 
went. When the engineer returned, 
everyone was on board ‘ready for de 
parture, Engines were started, and 
Khan Sr, in the captain's seat, was 
warned that take-off must be com: 
plete within 15min jf he wanted the 
left main gear to retract. Checks and 
taxiing were quickly finished and 
Khan executed a rolling take-off run, 

About 2!, hours into the fight the 
FE noticed some vibration, followed 
by illumination of No, 3 engine low 
oil light. He retarded the throttle but 
vibration continued to increase, and 
within a few seconds the engine 
seized, Khan looked pankky. The 
yibration reduced but did not stop 
with No. 3’s involuntary shutdown, 
This time No. 4 was shaking, and the 
gauges showed it was losing oil fast. 
The crew elected to shut this one 
down before jt seized. The aircraft, 
overhead Turkey's whitecapned imoun- 
tains at flight level 350 (35,000ft) 
when No, 3 failed, had drifted down 
to FL290 by the time No, 4 had to 
be put out, Driftdown continued to 
FL160, and Ankara was chosen as the 
diversion. Hypoxia was becoming a 
problem because there was no oxygen 
on board; engines 1 and 2 could not 

ressurise a leaky hull as well as 

eeping it flying. And No. 2 was 
beginning to vibrate severely. Ankara 
was cloud-covered, and while giving 
vectors for a tadar approach ATC 
went dead for five minutes with total 
ground power failure. There was 
panic on the flightdeck because the 
crew did not’know what had caused 
the sudden silence, But the control- 
ler’s voice came back, and the air. 
eraft landed with both remaining 
engines operating. 

The FE found No, 4's &gal oi] tank 
almost empty, Engines 2 and 4 would 
turn by hand, but with difficulty; No. 5 
was seized and No. 1 seemed good. 
On checking the oil filters the FE 
found far more sand and small metal 
pieces in them than he considered 
could have got there by accident, 
Khan says it must have come about 
by intake ingestion; since this is not 
possible, the FE wonders what hap. 
pened while he was buying duty-frees 
at Sharjah.

INTRODUCTION 


1. United Trade International, Inc. (hereinafter 
referred to as "UTI") is a United States corporation, in- 
corporated in the State of Delaware in 1975. During ail 
times pertinent to this in@ictment, UTI maintained offices at 
305 North Hibiscus Drive, Hibiscus Island, in Miami Beach, 
Florida, which is the residence address of the defendant, 
SARKIS G. SOGHANALIAN, as well as in Arlington, Virginia. 

The defendant, SARKIS G. SOGHANALIAN, was the overseas agent, 
however he at all times also exercised ownership, dominion 
and control over UTI and all its assets. 

2. During all times pertinent to this indictment, UTI 
also transacted business and was known under the name of 
United Trade International Air Cargo Limited (hereinafter 
referred to as "Air Cargo").

5. xt was further part of the scheme and artifice to 
defraud that upon being informed by BOCA that Mauritania 
required newly manufactured United States weaponry, and 
further required an on-site inspection of the product that 
the defendant, SARKIS G. SOGHANALIAN, would arrange to, and 
would conduct, such an inspection. 

6. It was further part of the scheme and artifice to 
defraud that the defendant, SARKIS G. SOGHANALIAN, seine

INTRODUCTION 

lL. United Trade International, Inc. (hereinafter 
referred to as "UTI") is a United States corporation, in- 
corporated in the State of Delaware in 1975. During all 
eines Herein to this indictment, UTI maintained offices at 
305 North Hibiscus Drive, Hibiscus Island, in Miami Beach, 
Florida, which is the residence address of the defendant, 
SARKIS G. SOGHANALIAN, as well as in Arlington, Virginia. 
The defendant, SARKIS G.*SOGHANALIAN, was the overseas agent, 
however he at all times also exercised ownership, dominion 
and control over UTI and all its assets.

_ that Soghanalian contracted to sell 197 new .50 caliber. ts 
HBM2 machine guns of United States origin to Mauritania | ee 
through Boca Investments, a trading company formed in i 
the Jersey Channel Islands, United Kingdom. Soghanalian, 
operating principally in the Miami, Florida and Washington, 
D.C, areas, allegedly created false documents which he 
subsequently caused to be presented to a Belgian bank.. 
As a result, Soghanalian received $1,153,000 in payment 
for the machine guns, but failed to make any deliveries. 


On August 5, 1981, a Federal Grand Jury sitting 
at Miami returned a true bill of indictment based on 
the above investigation, charging Soghanalian with Fraud 
by Wire, Mail Praud, and Interstate Transportation of 
Stolen Property.

He also said that when he talked to AIA 
officials from Geneva, “I didn’t promise I could 
make miracles, but I talked to people in 
‘Geneva.”’

Affican Airways, which Is run by the Libya 
government. Soghanalian claimed to have ar- 
ranged the sale through Ali Hajazi, a friend of

Salinger linked the sale of the AIA Hercules to 
the sale of the Pacific Western Hercules, indicat- 
ing both were engineered by Hijazi.

He was allegedly fired for being late 
for a flight; however, he believes that the real reason he was fired 
was because of his efforts to Unionize the employees of ATA. During 
his employment with AIA and subsequent to that employment, he has 
become increasingly concerned about activities of AIA, which he 
believes border on treason. He has kept current with activities 
of AIA since 1976 through contact with former co-workers. His 
specific concerns involve the practice of AJA to purchase Hercules- 
type planes and to resell these to nations not friendly to the 
United States. He stated that the Hercules Transport Planes are 
‘made by Lockheed Corporation at Marietta, Georgia. The vast 
majority of these planes are produced under the Model No. C-130, and . 
are produced for only the United States Military under that designa- 
tion, A nearly identical ‘model, .which has a slight alteration of a 
rear window, is manufactured for limited civilian use under the 


Model Designation L-382.

[__epproacned me on an unsolicited basis with an offer 
siStance from his client. indicated that. 
his client had substantial contacts in the Middle East and 
might be of assistance to this office in a very sensitive 
case under investigation -- the Wilson/Terpil case. As I 
have explained to you, the Wilson/Terpil case involves our 
investigation of two (2) former employees of the Central 
intelligence Agency who are under indictment. for supplying 
Libya with huge quantities of munitions and explosives over 
the past. five (5) or six (6) years. While the investigation 
actively continues into related areas, both Wilson and 
Terpil have been fugitives for nearly two years. Wilson 
has been living in Tripoli, Libya, and Terpil was last seen 
in Beiruit, Lebanon. Mr. Soghanalian offered to be of what- 
‘ever assistance he could in our efforts to recover Messrs. 
Wilson and Terpil. In that regard, he traveled to 
Washington, D.C. and met personally with me to provide 
certain background information about the dealings that 
Mr. Wilson and Mr. Terpil had in the Middle East. During 
that lengthy meeting with me, Mr. Soghanalian provided | 
substantial background information that he was aware of. TOSGC- 
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Mr. Soghanalian also provided certain sensitive docu- 
ments to us which appear to be of Significant value on 
their face and will hopefully prove more valuable to us 
in the future. 


Obviously, any disposition reached in Mr. Soghanalian's 
case is purely between you and he. In determining what 
disposition and/or sentence may be appropriate, however,

Investigation of the Armenian Secret Army for the 
Liberation of Armenia (ASALA) was predicated on information 
that it is a foreign directed terrorist organization which 
employs the unlawful use of force or violence against persons 
Or property to intimidate or coerce a government, the civilian 
population, or any segment thereof in furtherance of political 
Or social objectives. 


The ASALA is a Marxist-Leninist-Armenian terrorist 
Organization which has committed over 200 bombings 

Since its founding in 1975. The ASALA claims 

membership with world revolutionary movements. Its 
leader HAGOP HAGOPIAN has been described as a mercenary 
in the employ of foreign powers who support terrorism. 

The ASALA operated out of Beirut, Lebanon, Athens, Greece, 
and recently has been reported as having a base in 
Benghazi, Libya. 


The ASBAREZ newpapers, the official organ of the 
Armenian Revolutionary Federation (ARF), Glendale, 
California; and the Armenian Reporter, an independent 
newpaper in New York, New York, carried headline storys 
reporting the death of ASALA leader, HAGOP HAGOPIAN.

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ASALA Leader Killed ~ 


ATHENS, Greece - Greek authorities 
have identified a Middle East man killed 


in Athens last/Fhursday, April 28, as 
Hagop Hagopian or Agop Agopian,. the 
leader of tb Armenian Secret Army for 


the Liberation of Armenia. 

The Ministry of Public Order said 
Hagopian, 41, was killed outside his 
house in the old Phaleron suburb, a 
fashionable seaside area, at 4:30 a.m. 
by two masked gunmen with sawed-off 
shotguns. One man pumped two 
rounds at his chest and head as he was 
waiting for a taxi to take him to Athens 
airport. He then fired two more bullets 
as Hagopian tried-to-run. His wife and 
a woman identified as his sister-in-law 
were with him in the street but none of 
them was hurt in the attack. 

There was no immediate claim of 
responsibility for Hagopian’s killing. The 
gunmen got away in a pick-up truck left 
parked across the street from his home. 
“It's hard to say who hit him,” said a 
U.S. intelligence official in Washington. 
“He was not a nice character by any 
stretch of the imagination. He was cer- 
tainly a very wanted man.” 

On Saturday, Turkey denied that it 
had anything to with the killing. Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Inal Batu said such 
claims are absurd. ‘‘Turkey never used 
these methods in dealing with ter- 
rorism.’’ ASALA in a communique 
released in Beirut last Friday had accus- 
ed Turkey and “imperialist allies’ of 
masterminding the assassination of 
Hagopian. Similar accusations were 
published in Greek newspapers. 

A police source said Hagopian had 
been living in Greece with his wife and 
two children for the past year as a 
Lebanese businessman called Henri Titi- 
zian. He was planning to transfer funds 
to Athens from businesses he was sell- 
ing in Lebanon and wanted to open a 
supermarket. 

During questioning by police, Hago- 





pian’s wife, Janil Titizian, who was iden- 
tified as a Yugoslav national, said her 
husband had recently arrived from 
south Yemen and was on his way to 
Belgrade, Yugoslavia. She said her hus- 
band used numerous passports. ‘‘Our 
identification of Hagopian is based on 
her insistence,’ said a senior police 
officer. 

Hagopian was first identified as Ab- 
dul Mohammed Kashim, 39, from a 
South Yemen diplomatic passport he 
was Carrying. Even the Hagopian name 
was believed to be an alias, according 
to security officials familiar with. the. 
group’s activities over the last 13 years. 
Reuter news agency quoted French 
police sources as saying his real name 
was Bedros Havanassian, a native of 
lraq. He was also known as Mihran 
Mihranian. 

In Paris, the Armenian Democratic 
Front, a rival group, said in a communi- 
que that Kashim and Hagopian were the 
same man. 

On Friday, an Athens coroner re- 
examined Hagopian’s body, seeking 
conclusive proof of his identity. The se- 
cond autopsy was crnducted after 
police received calls t:om Armenian 
groups in Athens claiming that Hago- 
pian had been killed during the Israeli in- 


vasion of Lebanon in 1982. “I was told 
to look for a scar and | found a big one 
on the outside of his left knee. It was 
several years old and may have been 
caused by a bullet,” the coroner said. 


Armenian sources said the scar was pro- 
bably from a wound Hagopian received 
from a 1976 assassination attempt on his 
person.

Earlier, the government said it did not 
know the ASALA leader had been liv- 
ing in Greece. The spokesman said 
Premier Andreas Papandreou was retur- 
ning early from a visit to Italy because 
of the killing. 

In recent months little had been 
heard of Hagopian and Armenian 
sources said he was suffering from 
cancer. 

Hagopian, who immigrated to 
Lebanon from Iraq with his family in the 
early 60’s, was active in the extremist 
Palestinian guerrilla movement under 
George Habbash, where he was known 
as “‘Moujahid.” In 1975, he .vunded

ASALA with his friend Hagop Darakjian 
and ran the Marxist-oriented terrorist 
group from Beirut. In the early ‘80s, 
Hagopian approached Abou Nidal, 
another hard-line Palestinian leader, and 
became one of his aides. His men 
received training and even salaries from 
the Palestinian organization, and Hago- 
pian aligned his ideology with that of his 
Palestinian patrons, claiming that ‘“*'- 








two organizations were one and the 
same.’ From 1975 to 1983, ASALA 
claimed more than 50 terrorist attacks 
against Turkish targets. The group 
claimed the assassination of a Turkish 
diplomat in Athens in 1980, one of more 
than 30 assassinations of Turkish 
diplomats and their family members in 
the United States and Europe. In 
August of 1982, a commando of the 
group attacked Ankara airport, killing 10 
and wounding 72. In July of 1983, a 
bomb placed by ASALA at the Turkish 
Airlines desk at Orly Airport in Paris kill- 
ed eight people and left 56 injured in 
what was called the bloodiest attack 
committed in France by a terrorist 
organization. Hagopian was wanted in 
France for planning that act, for which 
another ASALA leader, Varoujan Gar- 
bidjian, was later sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 

According to the French newspaper 
La Liberation, Hagopian, also known as 
“the Armenian Carlos,” arrived in Paris 
in the April of 1983 to revive his agents 
and plan the Orly attack. After three 
days of contacts and planning with 
several Armenians, Hagopian left Paris, 
not knowing that the French secret ser- 
vice had been following him all the time. 
Unnamed Palestinian leaders had in- 
formed the French counter-espionage 
unit of Hagopian’s intent in order to get 
rid of his involvement in their organiza- 
tion. Hagopian, thinking. he -was in 
France incognito, unknowingly led the 
French DST agents into his terrorist net- 
work, thus enabling the arrest of his ac- 
complices in the Orly bombing. 

Immediately after the indiscriminate 
Orly explosion, which did not follow the 
aim originally set by ASALA of targeting 
Turkish diplomats and interests, there 
was a split in the ranks of the group. 
Monte Melkonian, the No. 2 leader, 
founded the ASALA-MR (Mouvement 
Revolutionnaire), while in France the 
Armenian National Movement denounc- 
ed Hagopian’s crimes, which earned 
the leader of MNA, Ara Toranian, an 
assassination attempt. 

Hagopian was referred to as the 
“madman” for his slaughterous and 
cruel inclinations by his former friends, 
who condemned him to death. This in- 
ternecine feud among the factions of 
ASALA resulted in several deaths. In 
one confrontation in the Bekaa Valley 
in the southeast of the Lebanon, four 
people were killed, two on each side. 

Since 1979, when the assassinations 
accelerated, Hagopian consolidated his 
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position in the organization by 
eliminating those members who did not 
blindly follow him. Surrounded with a 
gang. of twenty of his most faithful 
followers, Hagopian withdrew to Beirut 
following the schism in ASALA. 
According to Western intellignece 
sources, he had close contacts with 
Syrian and Libyan secret services. The 
U.S. intelligence official said ASALA 
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had grown more mercenary as financial 
difficulties mounted. “‘Hagopian had 
become a gun for hire. They had fallen 
on hard times,’’ he said. Hagopian was 
associated with international drug traf- 
ficking, according to Armenian and 
police sources. He worked as a 
mercenary with extremist Middle East 
groups. He also was known to have had 
rivals, critics and enemies within various 
factions of the worldwide Armenian 
community and was suspected of hav- 
ing ordered the executions of Armenian 
leaders in Beirut in recent years. 

Hagopian has on several occasions 
been dec ared dead in fictitious incidents 
and his ability to escape arrest became 
legendary. He was believed to have died 
in an tsraeli bombardment of West 
Beirut in 1982. ASALA released a death 
notice deploring the death of its leader, 
saying Hagopian had died on July 30 
from the wounds suffered in the bom- 
bardment. The group even appealed to 
“the Armenian nation worldwide, 
especially in France, to pray for his 
soul.”’ 

Six years later, the same scenario has 
been played. This time, in Athens, the 
Curtain will not rise again on Hagopian.

“Despite his dismissal, it is our 
duty to investigate his assassi- 
nation and bring the culprits to 
account,” the statement said. 

Hagopian was killed by a gun- 
man who pumped four slugs 
into his head and chest from a 
sawed-off shotgun. The attack 
occurred at 4:30 a.m. while he 


was waiting for a taxi to take him 
to Athens Airport for a flight to 
Belgrade. 

A police source said Mrs. 
Titizian was back in the coupie’s 
apartment in the Old Phaleron 
suburb with her two-month old 
baby, and a police guard. 

Western diplomatic sources 
said members of Hagopian's 
group moved freely in and out of 
Athens, where the organiza- 
tion's political wing, the Armen- 
ian Popular Movement, is based. 

The sources said the terrorist 
group had been dormant since

installations in South Yemen.

Turkey Denies Involvement 


ANKARA, Turkey - The Turkish government last Saturday denied 
involvement in the assassination of a man believed to be the 
leader of an Armenian terrorist group. 

The man, identified as Hagop Hagopian, was shot and killed 
last Thursday outside his home in Athens, Greece, in an attack 


by two masked men. 


The group Hagopian founded and led, the Armenian Secret 
Army for the Liberation of Armenia, accused Turkey and "impe- 
rialist allies” last Friday of masterminding the killing. Greek 
newspapers published similar claims. 

But Turkish Foreign Ministry spokesman Inal Batu said, 

“such claims are absurd. Turkey never used these methods in 


dealing with terrorism.” 


No one claimed responsibility for Hagopian’s killing. 
One report, from the Armenian Secret Army in Beirut, 
Lebanon said Hagopian was fired from the organization in late 


1987. 


The organization, founded in 1975, has taken responsibility 
for more than 60 attacks against Turkish targets, including the 
killings of about 30 Turkish diplomats and dependents in west- 
ern Europe and the United States. His group said it carried out 
the July 1983 bombing of the Turkish Airlines desk at Orly 
Airport in Paris that killed eight people and injured 56.

This letter is to confirm our conversation today regarding this office’s request for a search 
of intelligence files on the above-named subject. 


This office is conducting a criminal investigation of Sarkis Soghanalian and others in a 
‘bank fraud and money laundering scheme. This scheme works as follows: a number of. 
‘individuals would recruit various individuals to steal blank cashier’s checks from banks and to 

convert the checks into cash by conducting a series of monetary transactions at casinos and other 
‘financial institutions. At least two such checks were stolen from a bank and made payable in the 
amounts of $300,000 and $3 million. The $3 million cashier’s check was fraudulently made to 
T.LD.R., a company believed to be controlled by Soghanalian, who attempted to cash the check 
at a bank in Paris in August 1995. 


Through various co-conspirators who have cooperated with the government, and through 
other channels, we have leamed that Soghanalian has provided information to the government i 
in the past. Soghanalian was indicted and found guilty in the early 1990's for exporting arms.in.. 
the Iran-Contra matter. He has claimed to have connection with high government officials and 
to have provided sensitive information to the government. It is unclear where Soghanalian

His citizenship 
is unknown. He has a social security number of 051 34 1708. His place of residence in 
Califomia at one point was 37641 Peacock Circle, Rancho Mirage, CA. He is believed to have 
owned or had an interest in a company named T.J.D.R. (believed to be an abbreviation for Trans 
International Development Association), a Swiss entity. 


In this regard, this office requests that you ask the relevant components of the intelligence 
community to conduct a search of f Sarkis Soghanalian’s files to determine whether Soghanalian 
has had or currently has any relationship with any intelligence agency.and.whether.any.payments 
(or other benefits or promises) have been madeto.him. This office plans on indicting 
Soghanalian and his co-conspirators in the shortly. A response to this request would enable this 


office to address any intelligence issues before presenting the matter to the Grand Jury.
